Assault on the Hon. Charles Sumner, Sen- 
ator from Massachusetts. 


The American papers bring us accounts 
of a murderous assault that was commit- 
ted on the person of the Hon, Chas, Sum- 
her, one of the Senators from Massachu- 
setts, in the Senate Chamber. Washing- 
ton,on Thursday 22nd inst, by a South- 
erner named Brooks, a member of the 
House, from South Carolina, It appears 
that, immediately after the adjournment 
from respect to the memory of Mr. Miller 
of Missouri, took place, Mr. Brooks en- 
tered the Senate and approached Mr. 
Sumner, who sat at his seat writing. — 
Brooks strack Mr. Sumner a powerful 
blow with a cane, saying at the same time 
that he had read his speech twice, and 
thatat.was atibel on South Carolina and 
his grey-haired relative, Senator Butler. 
Mr. Sumner fell from the effects of the 
first blow, and Brooks continued beating 
him until he was deprived of the power 
of speech Some eye-withesses state 
that he was struck as many as fifty times 
on the head, 

A Mr. Kist, another member from South 
Carolina, stood by and brandished his 
cane to keep others off, Mr. Sumner was 
most severely hurt, his condition being 
considered extremely critical. When he 
was removed his clothes were all covered 
with blood; considerable was also spal- 
tered on the adjoining desks. 

This outrage has caused the greatest 
excitement throughout all the Northern 
States. It is regarded as a daring at- 
tempt of Southern ruffians to crush the 
liberty of speech. In speaking of this as- 
sault, the New Bedford Standard says: 

“ The history of no land, cither christian or hea- 
then, can furnish a perallel more distinguished for 
its cruelty and baseness. The men of Massachu- 
setts should remember that itis not Mr. Sumner 
who was assailed by the South Carolina assassin. 
They must remember that it is Massachusetts, she 
who spilled the Great blood in the Revolution, and 
the bones of whose sons whiten every field conse: 
crated to freedom, by that long struggle, that was 
stricken down by ruflian hands when Mr. Sumner 
fell. He isthe representative of our Common 
wealth. In his person is involved the honor of the 
State. Shall our citizens submit longer to such 
Oulrogest The catalogue of our injuries State 
is well nigh full. Our representative was hooted 
and mobbed from South Carolin wice have our 
Court Houses been made slave barvacoons; twice 
have the kidnappers invaded our soil and stolen 
men from among us. Now the allempt is made to 
murder him who nobly representa the true heart of 
Massachusetts In the Councils of the Nation. Ie 
‘t not time that the blood of Seventy-six again be- 
£40 to leap through the veins of the men of Pilgrim 
stock 7 ‘* Resistance to tyrants is obedience to 
God.” Shall we resist, or shall we like base-born 
sorfs wear the chains that South Carolina forges 
for us? The vallot box is our weapon, firmer and 
(ruer act than the bayonet, and which executes the 
will of Freemen as lightning does the will of God. 
Shall we not use itt” 

Indignation meetings are being held 
throughout Massachusetts, In Boston, on 
Saturday evening, one of the largest ever 
held in that city took place in Fanevil 
Hall, for the purpose of expressing indig- 
nation at the cowardly attack on Mr. Sum- 
ner. ‘The meeting was addressed by the 
Governor of the Stato, and a number of 
other eminent men. Several resolutions 
were passed, and the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed,

Indian Meal and Corn Bread. 


It is said that many more people would 
eat corn bread if they knew how to cook 
it, An “ experienced house-keeper” has 
furnished us with some good receipts, 
which we commend to inexperienced 
housekeepers 

A bushel of corn contains more nutri- 
ment than a bushel of wheat The latter 
is not generally considered fit to eat un- 
less ground very fine and bolted. Itis a 
mistake, however, Indian corn treated 
i the same way is nearly spoiled. It 
never should be ground fine. Let that be 
remembered, Fine meal may be eaten 
when fresh ground, but it will not keop 
sweet, ‘The broken oil globules become 
rancid and bitter. 

Corn cakes, made of meal and water, 
with a little salt, mixed into a stiff dough 
very thoroughly, and baked on « board 
before a hot fire, or in a hot oven, or in 
lutle cakes ona griddle, till entirely done, 
are very sweet, wholesome bread. 

Corn and wheat bread is wholesome 
and nutritious, and easily made—if you 
know how. Stir two teacupfuls of white 
meal in a pint of hot water for each loaf; 
free it of lumps, and let it stand twenty- 
four hours. Boil two or three potatoes, 
peel and slice and mash, in a pint of wa- 
ter, which thicken with flour ull it is suff 
batter, and then add a teacupful of baker's 
yeast. You will use about one-third as 
much meal, scalded as above, as you do 
of flour; knead the meal and yeast, and 
sponge, and add a little salt with the flour 
all together, and work it well, and mould 
in pans to rise moderately, and then bake, 
at first in a hotoven. ‘This bread will be 
moist, and more healthy than if at were all 
flour. 

Buckwheat cakes are improved by add- 
ing corn meal, prepared in the same way, 
in about the same proportion as for bread. 
A little wheat flour may be added to ad- 
vantage. Don’t let your batter over-rise 
and sour, and never use saleratus if itdoes 
Corn meal pudding may be made of 
yellow moal, stirred into scalded skimmed 


milk ull as thick as gruel, and when cool, 
add ginger, cinnamon, nutmeg, salt, and 
sweetening to suit the taste, and a little 
fine-cut suet, and some raisins, or dried 
peaches, or a fine-cut apple. 1t should 
bake an hour, or more, according to size. 
You.who do not believe anything made 
of corn can be good will please try this 
receipt for a puslding.

Mr. J. Grover and Mr. G. F, Warren, 
just from Kansas, bring us the following 
intelligence : 
On Wednesday, May 21, the posse that 
had assembled at Lecomptongin accord- 
ance with the United States Marshal’s 


proclamation, made their appearance on 
the heights that overlook the town of 
Lawrence, about sunrise. ‘The first com- 
pany were mounted on horses, and num- 
bered from 87 to 100.

Dismissat or Mr. Crampton.—The 
telegraph announced to uo, yesterday eves 
ning, that the long-threatened dismissal of 
Mr. Crampton, and the British Cousuls at 
New York, Philadelphia, and Cincinnati, 
had taken place—and that, as a conee- 
quence, diplomatic intercourse between 
the United States and Great Britain has 
ceased on this side of the Atlantic.

The Resolution was then put and car- 
ried unanimously. 

At this stage of proceedings, the meet- 
ing was adjourned to the outside of the 
building, as the Court Room was incapa- 
ble of containing hall the people assem- 
bled. In consequence of the strong wind 
which prevailed the whole afternoon, the 
speakers out of doors spoke under a great 
disadvantage. Wewere unable to hear 
a great deal that was there said. 

When the meeting was again organ- 
ized, it was moved by Dr, Hope, 

‘That Representation in Parliament should 
be based upon population, without reference 
to the dividing line between Canada East 
and West. 

Dr. Hope said that he was glad that he 
had not signed the Requisition, vor taken 
any partin getting up the present meet- 
ing, a3 he was able to contradict the re- 
port which some parties had been indus- 
trious in circulating, that he had been the 
prime mover in the afluir, It had also 
been said—not here, but in ‘Toronto— 
that these views were held by him, nearly 
alone ; that they found no sympathy in 
the minds of the people ; he felt proud. 
however, for the County of Hastings, that 
their votes on this occasion had proved 
the utter falsity of such an assertion, 
The Doctor then spoke of the injustice 
done to Upper Canadians, in not haying 
that share in the Representation which 
their population entitled them to ; that in 
consequence, we were robbed of our rights 
and ruled by Lower Canadians. ‘The 
Doctor gave several instances of this, and 
concluded by holding up such men as 
Conger, Stephenson, and Roblin to uni- 
versal scorn and execration, who had 
used their influence in upholding and per- 
petuating the influonce of the L Cana- 
dian priest party. He was happy, how- 
ever, to say that the mombers for North 
and South Hastings stood in the 
breach and had never consented to snc- 


The class first mentioned at each hour, 
was examined in the College Chapel, and 
the others in their respective class rooms. 
We were only present at the-examination 
of the class in Mechanics, under Prof, 
Kingston, and were much pleased with 
the conciseness of the demonstrations and 
the thoroughness evinced by the students. 
Indeed, it may be impartially said, that 
this last quality appertains to all who have 
been trained in this Institution. Empyri- 
cism n-ver formed any part of its charac- 
ter, ‘The examinations were well attend- 
ed, indicating a growing interest on behalf 
of the community in these interesting ex- 
ercises. Under the able management of 
its present Supervisors and Professors. the 
Institution has arisen within a few years 
from a state of painful embarrassment and 
comparative inefficiency to a position of 
unexampled prosperity and usefulness. 
During the past year, some 250 students 
have been enrolled on its books, ‘These, 
with the Medical students of Rolph’s Med- 
ical College in Toronto, which is affiliated 
to the University of Victoria College, ex- 
ceed 300; a number far greater than that 
belonging to any College in the country. 
For all this service, Victoria College on- 
ly receives from Government the paliry 
sum of £750, while the Uuiversity at To- 
ronto, which hardly gives a yearly insirac- 
tion to a score of students, receives thou- 
sands. We hope proper attention will 
be directed to this matter, and simple jus 
tice granted where no favors are expected, 

We had the pleasure of attending the 
“Commencement” in the evening of the 
last day. The exercises, which consisted 
of the delivery of Essays and the confer 
ring of Degrees, were held in the Wes 
leyan Church. ‘The Essays were, for 
the most part, excellently composed, and 
woll delivered, and they drew down fre- 
quent plaudits from the crowded and de- 
lighted audience which had assembled for 
the intellectual banquet, long before the 
appointed hour for beginning had arrived.

From an extra of the Bytown Railway 
Times of yesterday uf-ernoon we extract the 
following which explains the alt ospheric 
phenomena witnessed in this city on the 
23rd instant. Dr. Smallwood of St. Mar- 
tin’s, in an article in the Transcript aitri- 
buted it to a Gre in the woods, which it will 
be seen is verified. Theinformation is fur- 
nished to the Bytown Times by a correspon- 
dent. He says @ great fice broke out in 
the woods near Pembrote on Friday, that 
many farmers were buratout, and thet 
nothing was expected but the destruction 
of the whole Town.

In Pembroke nothing 
could be seen but sheets of flame, which 
appeared to surround the place: the sun 
was red as blood and the whole sky feem- 
ed-in a blaze; the scene was so frightful 
that many people believed in their terror, 
thot the Last Day was'at hand. No one 
thonghit of saving any of (heir possessions ; 
the only thought was to escape by getting 
lo the river. Ab0ut’8"o’clock at hight the 
wind, which Had’ been blowing straight for 
Pembroke, calwed' down'and the town was 
saved. At four in the aflernoon the smoke 
was so dense that tlie people were almost

A Stave Purcuasev in Prymourn 
Crorcn, Brooktyn.—At the conclusion 
of the sermon on Sunday morning, the 
Rev. H. W. Beecher announced to his 
congregation that he was about to perform 
an action of a most extraordinary nature, 
which he would preface by reading a por- 
ion of the 12th chapterof Mathew. He 
accordingly read the 10th, 11th and 12th 
verses of that chapter, after which he pro- 
ceeded to give a sketch of the latter histo- 
ry of a slave girl, Sarah by naime, an’ dp- 
peal in whose bebalf he had lately recei- 
ved She was, ho said, the daughter of a 
Southern planter, acknowledged by him- 
selfas his own offspring, aud reared in his 
own family until his other daughters 
growing tip had treated her so cruelly that 
she attempted to escape. She was cap- 
tured and taken back to her paternal mas- 
ter, wh» made immediate preparations to 
sell her to the Extreme South, refusing to 
diapose of her to any one who would per- 
mit her to remain in the neighborhood. — 
Many persons in the vicinity, knowing 
her to be a most faithful, efficient, and 
therefore a valuable piece of property, 
were apxious to purchase her, but her 
»wner utterly refused to sell to them, his 
object being to have her removed to so 
great a distance that her near relation to 
he other of his children could occasion 
them no further mortification. She was, 
accordingly, sold to a Southern man who 
held her at $1,500—but who finally con- 
ted to part with her for $1,200. A 
slaveholder in Washington, pitying the 
virl, bought her for the later sum—imme- 
dintely, however, setting on foot a sun- 
scription to enable her to purchase her 
freedom, he himself contributing $100, 
anolier man, also a slaveholder, gave 
$100, and $700 were finally obtained,— 
» Atthis juncture,” said Mr. Beecher, “1 
received a letter asking if we could do 
anylhing Woward making up the rest of 
the money, to which | replied, that I 
would promise nothing unless we could 
see her here.” The reverend gentleman 
here stepped from his desk, and with en 
encouragitig ‘Come up, Sarab,” he led 
upon the platform a young, intelligent look- 
ing mulatto girl, whom he presented to 
the crowded audience as the slave-girl in 
question, She is apparently about twen- 
ty-three years old, probably three-quarters 
white, of very pleasing and modest ap- 
pearance, Mr, Beecher seated her in a 
chair by his side, while he continued his 
remarks. She was here, he said, on her 
parole of honor. She had promised to go 
back, and she mus} return, eithes with or 
without the five hundred dollars which 
were yet necessary to make ber a free 
woman. A collection would be taken up, 
and the result would show their verdict 
By this time there Was hardly a dry eye 
in the whole immense cengregation of 
nearly 3,000 people. Men wept, and wo- 
men sobbed—not shamefacedly, but open- 
ly and without any attempt at conceal- 
ment. All seemed to be touched to the 
very heart, The like scene has uever 
been witnessed in the world. In 
Christian land, on the Christian Sabbath, 
in the pulpit of a Christian church, by 
the lips of a Christian minister, a trem- 
bling, shrinking woman begged from a 
Christian people, money to save herself 
from a life of slavery and compulsory pros- 
titution, One gentleman here rose and 
announced that the money sliould be forth- 
coming to make her free, and that if ne- 
cessary he would be personally responsi- 
ble for the entiro amount. This an- 
nouncement was received with hearty 
and long continued applause, the audionce 
being no longer able to restrain their feel- 
ings, and Mr Beecher expressing his ap- 
proval of the jubilent demonstration, Sa- 
rah, the slave girl, had, up to this time, 
preserved a tolerable composure, but when 
the certainty was declared that she should 
not go back to a life of Slavery, she bu 
ried hier face in her handkerchief and wept 
aloud, As the collectors passed among 
tho audience, the plates were actually 
heaped up with the tokens of substantial 
sympathy ; one lady even took tne jewel» 
ry from her person and cast it into the 
plato. ‘The amount collected on the spor 
was $784, which, besides completing the 
sum necessary for the purchase of Sarah, 
will also rescue her child, a boy of four 
ere ch in ‘bondage. ‘The 
sceno was one of the most remarkable 
and exciting ever enacted in this country 
before a religions congregation; and the 
instantaneous and most satisfactory pecu- 
niory response to the ploa for liberty, 
shows that the Anti-Slavery sentiment is 
roady, when occasion requires, to indi- 
cate its sincerity by arguments more tan- 
gible and substantial than mere words.— 
N.Y. Tribune, 1st.

STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION. 


TERRIDLE Lose OF LIFE 


(From the Montreal Advertiser, 11th ) 

Wo regret to announce that about half- 
past ono o'clock yosterday, the new Ferry 
Boat of the Grand Trunk Railroad Com- 
pany, running between Longueuil and 
Montreal, burst her boiler, causing a fear- 
ful loss of life. 

The train had just arrived at Longue- 
uil, and the passengers had got on board 
the boat, tho first class going aft to the 
saloon, and the others being scattered 
about the forward part of the steamer.— 
The boat was about leaving the wharf, 
and had been blowing off steam violent- 
ly ; the Captain rang the bell to start the 
engine, the valves were at once closed, 
and the explosion followed instantly.— 
Tho whole forward part of the boat was 
shattered to pieces, and an immense frag- 
ment of the boiler was cast upon the wharf, 

The remainder of the boat sunk instant 
ly on a level with the cabin floor. 

Of the number killed it is yet impossi- 
ble to give a correct account, as there are 
no means of ascertaining how many were 
on board; wo give only those that are 
positively known :— 

Two Engineers, the one named Scand, 
being supplied by Mr. Cantin the builder, 
the boat being new, and having charge ; 
and Wm. Ethell the Company's Engin- 
eer. Neither bodies have been found. 

‘Two firemen, (Canadians,) bodies not 
found. 

‘Two women from St. Hyacinthe.

the bodies of the engineers, firemen, and 
Pilot, and any others in the immediate 


vicinity of the explosion and exposed to 


its full force, were probably thrown to a 


great distance, beyoud the limited part 
examined, and may have been swept away 


with the current, which runs swiftly be- 
low the wharf, 


‘Tho scene on board tho boat after the 


explosion was a fearful one, and it is be- 
lieved that some persons in their terror 
leaped overboard, and were drowned ; and 
the impression of tho surviving passen- 
songers is that many were so. Among 
those saved, Mujor Johnston and Lady 
were thrown intu the water and escaped 
with litle injury. 

Mr. Balleray died shorily after reaching 
Montreal; he was terribly sculded, and 
had many fractures and other injuries.

The House has at Jast taken action on 
the Grand Truvk difficulues. ‘This has 
been one of the most important matters of 
the session, and the manner in which 
has been deferred, when the peculiar ex- 
igencies of the case seemed to require 
such immediate ationtion, shews a lack ol

1. The burning of the town of Bernard 
by the free state forces, on the night of 
the 3rd inst., and the destruction of from 
$12,000 to $15,000 worth of property. 

2. An attack upon and the capture of 
the town of Franklin by three hundred 
free state men, at 3 o’cluck on the morn- 
ing of the 4th. They were unsuccessful- 
ly opposed by twelve or fifteen pro-slavo- 
ry men. 

Theso reports are made on the strength 
of an extra from the office of the Westport 
Times. 

3. The killing of Marshal Donaldson 
and four of his posse near Hickory Point 
on the 3rd instant, while arresting some 
of the men who had attacked Capt, Pate's 
party, 

4. The destruction, by free soilers, of 
houses, and the driving of men, women, 
and children from their homes at Bull 
Creek. 

5. That Capt, Pate, whose company is 
reported to have been attacked, placed a 
number of free state prisoners in front, as 
a shield for his men. 

These on the authority of the St. Louis 
Republican : 

6, That another force under command 
of Gen. Whitefield, is assembling at Bull 
Creek preparatory to a second attavk on 
Lawrence. ‘They are to number 600, and 
are furnished with United States arms. 

7 That an attack had been make on the 
house of a Captain Walker, by pro-slavery 
men ; that they were repulsed, and a son 
of Governor Shannon being among them, 
was taken prisoner, but released on the 
following day. 

These on the strength of the Chicago 
Free Press:

The following, however, is probably 
correct, and if so, 1t would appexr that 
Governor Shannon is not pursuing the 
reckless and lawless course attributed to 
him: 

Gor, Shannon issued'a proclamation on 
the 4th, commanding all persons belong- 
ing to military companies unauthorized by 
law to disperse, otherwise they would be 
dispersed by force of the United States 
troops. The proclamation requires all 
civil officers of the Government to be vi- 
gilant in enforcing the laws agninst offer- 
ders, and protecting the property and per- 
sons of all the law-abiding citizens. The 
proclamation further says that all aggres- 
sive parties outside of the ‘l'erritory will 
be repelled. ‘That the military force un- 
der the control of the Executive is ample 
to enforce the laws and protect the rights 
of citizens. The proclamation of Presi- 
dent Picrce, of Feb. 11, is appended, and 
notice given that it will be strictly enfor- 
ced.
